Losi>oK,WednetdAy, July 23. 

The main points of the act for the pro- 
toctioD of American citizens a'oroad, 
wkich wa* passed just before the adjourn- 
meet o: the Congress of the United 
States, were teleRspbed to London and 
are published in the morning journal*. 

Tbc bill issba^ly and unlavorably crit- 
icised by the LugliaL press, though its 
pasisge does not appear to excite either 
■urpnec or anger. Journals cf ail shades 
of opinion sftect to consider tbe bill a 
partisan measure requited by the exigen- 
cies of the Nevemoer eiecticc!. But 
they think this action of Congress will 
not tend to promote the success of Amer- 
ican negolion* with foreign powers to se- 
cure by treaty tbe estabiithmeut of tbe 
principle* of cationality on which the 
biU is based. 

Tne Loedob Timtt sayr “The passage 
of the American citizen act will surprise 
DO one. It was to be expected that the 
maj' rity of tbe I'nited States Congress 
would make, through such a measure as 
thiK a direct bid tor the Irish vote in tbc 
coming election. 'iYere is nothing in the 
gecer^ uricciple of the bill for Hogland 
to deny or oppose. Irishmen who 
have taken out their natoraliza- 
Uob papers in the United Slates 
may properly uee American passports. 
While traveling in Europe, and serve in 
the armies of tbe Ucited State* even 
against Great Britain, so long at their 
new citizenabip ie a homo tuU qualifica- 
tion made ia nccor dance with American 
nntaraiization law*. Kothing can be said. 
Tbe real purpose of the h euian is, pro- 
tected by the new citizenship thus cou- 
ferred upon him, to make war upon 
the Queen of England in her owl 
malm, but here they must be treated 
a* subjecU guilty of treasoc, aliens and 
natives are on the same (ootiug in such a 
caae. The denial of a jury medietate 
lii^na in the trial of the Jacmel Packet 
' prisoners wa* right, 'lecause tbe trial of 
such a case as that depended on internal, 
not inti^aiional laws. The evidence 
obtained in the United States against 
these prisoners to prove that they were 
members of tbe Fenian Brotherhood wa^ 
merely collateral The real crime charged 
i against these men wa* committed on 
British territory. 

j The Timtt even accepts the rule that a 
naturalized citizen of the United States 
j may come to England with impunitv, af- 
ter plotting agaiast tbe Queen in America, 

' if he comes peaceably. 

I Tbe Momiuff Pott say* the adoption of 
I this bill by Congress anticipates, and con- 
sequently delays, the settlement of tbe 
I question of tbe rigl^ of naturalized citi- 
zens between tbe United States and Eu- 
ropean Powers The latter may justly 
resent such action, even while making 
allowance for the exigencies of the ap- 
proaching PresidentiaT election.

ing to Kia It bis figures do not include 
these tbe actual number sent to Paraguay 
would be about 100,000. The killed aud 
died, includiog 4,70u from cholera, be gives 
at 0,1 75 only, which would leave 5S,000 men, 
takirg tbe lowest estimate, from which 
would have to be deducted the number of 
Diissing, which number be does not give, 
and respecting which the ofiicial dis- 
patches were usually very discreet, al- 
though private accoonti asserted that the 
freedmen enlisted deserted bodily over to 
tbe Paraguayans in consequence of an 
idea among them that when tbe war 
should be over they would again be 
reduced to tlavery. Sometning requires 
ezpian^ion; for the letters from tbe 
army give ila strength at not more than 
JO.OtO to 35, (HM men at the ctmosL The 
outlay of the Department of War since the 
break icg out of tbe war has been (73,250,- 
(XKi, excluding twenty-three millions of 
dollars of expenditure if on a peace estab- 
lishment, bnt including a million and a 
quarter paid for negro slaves transformed 
into soldiers. 

Tbe Brazilian marine now consists of 
sixteen monitors and casemates and one 
bnildiEg in Rio, forty wooden steamers, 
eight t^an^po^t steamers, two auxiliary 
pr..pclior sailing corvettes and eleven 
ssiiicu vessels ol various kinds. These 
mcuLl 23- cunnon — the heaviest loO- 
pocr.der ritles — are manned by 7,353 men, 
and the sixty-five steamers have engines 
of 7,235* horse power fifteen iron clads, 
seventeen steam gunboats, two 
steam corvettea and four other vessels 
forth the squadron in Paraguay, to which 
are attached two transports and a host ol 
ebarte-ed steamers and sailing cratL The 
squadron mounts 151 cannon, and is 
manned by 4,22V meu. Ulher vesaeU are 
posti d a4 5lonievideo and on the Uruguay, 
Beside the vessels mentioned above, there 
ari twelve small iron ■*t> aniers for service 
on tne Ams. on, which are on the way 
thither from Europe, aad a gunboat build- 
ing at Para, '.jeaides sundry port craft.

1 he telegraphic annonneement of the 
election of tbe Hon. Joshua Hill and l>r. 

M. Miller to the United States Senate 
by the l/egislature of Georgia, has sent a 
thrill of joy through the land. Of the 
Hon. Joshua Hill it is not necessary that 
we tbonld speak at length. lie has been 
long knowu to the public as a prominent 
p.’litician of Georgia, and as a man of 
cerservative views upon all subjects. His 
unswerving Union record during tbe war 
it duces a hope that he will pass the or- 
deal at Washington. 

A* I*r. H. V. M. Miller, outside of his 
own State, Las heretofore been little 
koowti aa a poliiician, we have been at 
some pains to obtain definite and reliable 
iLfoiination with regard to his aiUece- 
detits Senator Miller has been long a 
prominent citizen of Georgia, of which 
S' ale we believe he i* a native. For many 
years, until the early part of IhCO, he was 
a resident of Home, whence he removed 
to Atlanta, where he now resides. He 
has been favorably known as a leading 
practitioner of medicine and surgery in 
Georgia. For many years be was Pro- 
fesaur of Physiology in the Augusta Med- 
ical College, and now fills the Chair of 
Clinical Medicine in tbe Atlanta school. 
Dr.ring the four years of the war be was 
a Snrgeon in tbe Confederate army, and 
wai stationed successively at Manasses 
and Richmond, Virginia, Savannah, 
Rente, and Greensboro, Georgia, and 
finally at Eufaula, Alabama, in charge of 
Urge hobpil-Als. Heimaintained with bis 
prulession the high position as an accom- 
plifcLcd physician and surgeon through- 
out the war, without a stain upon bis 
reputation as a gentleman and a Chris- 
tian. He IS also a local minister of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and before 
tbe war in the pulpit and as a stump 
speaker— for he often pnblii ly took part 
in advocating the policy of the old Whig 
party — he enjoys the soubriquet of the 
"Demostheiiea of the mounlaina' zVl- 
wsys conservative in his views, be soon 
alter the pusaga of the reconstruction bill 
took poMtion in favor of accepting the 
situaton, and was elected to a seal in the 
conveiiticD, in which he deported himself 
with much dignity and firmness in oppos- 
ing the nitraism of tbe radical party.

The win, loirs- have 
heavy woolen curtaing hanging, under 
heavy gilt cornices- and under the- heavy 
teeter and half-soiled sheets, there- lay a 
slilT, swollen form. When the end nearest 
the pillow was turned down, them was 
a palish yellow face, with one eye Ijlue.i 
wiih a bruise, and a white haukerchief 
tied under its fallen jaw. Two or three 
flies hit pitilessly at the pallid cheeks, but 
tbe bazids folded, cold and still, over tbe 
breast, did not offer to drive them away.

It is not be- 
lieved she had any idea of deatroying her- 
selt, in fact she said she hadn't The 
quarrel with the lover was not a matter of 
much moment.

When told of her expected dissolntiun, 
she expressed an entire willingness to 
die, and thought it wa.s all for tbe bes'.

— T he na- 
tive writer of a letter in the HAome Pro- 
kuih, one of tbe leading native papers in 
India, gives the editor an account of a 
sale of girls near Calcutta at which be 
was present. When he first beard that 
such a sale was going on, he could scarce- 
ly believe be was living under the British 
Government; however, be found that be 
had been but too correctly fnformed, for 
on going to a certain quarter of the ba- 
zaar at Manickgnnge, he saw a cluster of 
girls, of from 2 to 13 years of age, stand- 
ing up for sale. 7’he brokers were very 
:/usy summoning cuatoners, aa they re- 
ceived a commission of 10 per cent on all 
the bargains effected through their instru- 
mentality, besides some triHing offerings. 
Tbe prices varied Jaccording to the age 
and beauty of tbe children; girls of seven 
ruled at about 400 rupees, an old man of 
70 whispered an offer of 750 rupees for a 
very beautiful girl of 13, who was sur- 
rounded by quite a crowd of bidders. An 
exchange of daughters was taking place 
in another part of tbe bazaar. Tbe writer 
of the letter, who appears to have been 
greatly horrified at what be witnessed, im- 
plores the editor to direct the attention of 
the (fovernment officials to this matter, 
and save many Brahmin families from 
perdition. 

Boisoxoi s Hair Dyes. — T here is a class 
of hair dyes cf an objectionable charac- 
ter. which is being extensively used in all 
paits of the country. The dye is |>re- 
paicd from acetate of lead, lac sulphur, 
rote water, and glycerine. The lead 
salt constitutes the objectionable feature 
of tbe compound, and several cases of 
lead poisoning have been reported from 
its employment. A serious ca.se has re- 
cently come to our knowledge, in which a 
lady has become perfectly prost'rated 
from its effects. All the violent and 
dislres.sing symptoms of led poison- 
ing are apparent, and which are di- 
rec'Iy traceable to the use of this dye. 
There are thirty or more different makers 
cf the article throughout the country, and 
as many different names given to it. It 
may be known by tbe heavy sediment 
w hich is usually present in the bottles, and 
which requires to be shaken up with the 
liquid portion before using. K large num- 
ber of people are so extremely sensitive to 
tbe action of lead upon tbe systoni, that 
they •utter whenever it is brought in con- 
tact with the person.— J««. nai of' Cheinit-

TLe last snmmer month coamences 
more favorably for producers than has 
been anticipated, with an advancing t*u- 
denty i n the European markets for cotton, 
whieb Lad been depressed.

est line from this city to Washington, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, and New York. 
Ibe Baltimore and Ohio road, aa well as 
all tbe Virginia roads north of James 
river, have a gauge of four feet eight and 
a half Iticbca. Tbe road frum Louisville 
to Lexington was originally built four 
ftet eight and a half Inches, In order to 
conform to these roads, with wbich it 
was to connect, but by military order It 
wee, during tbe war, arbitrarily changed 
to five feet. Bo long as It continued a 
mere local road a restoration of tbe origi- 
ual gauge waa not important; but now 
that it is to be an Important through 
route, we claim as an act of simple 
justice to Louisville that tbe gauge 
tbculd be restored to four feet 
eight and one-balf inches. We thus 
uiake bat one break of bulk at Louisville, 
whilst with a five foot-gauge you will not 
cnly bare to break bulk at Cincinnati 
but also at Lexington. "Stockholder’’ 
uiakes the following wiM statement: 
" Ri ads to be profitable to their stock- 
holders mnst be nullt and managed so as 
to bfl'ard to freight and pasaengers, as far 
aa possible, an uninterrupted commnnl- 
catlon between varioua points. Unless, 
therefore, this road be bnilt ao as to afford 
eucb facilities as well to Cincinnati as to 
LutUsvllle, passengers and freight will 
•eek some other road.’’ One would sup- 
pose from reading this part of “ Stock- 
holder’s’’ article that we proposed to 
a-eate an Interrnptlon at IfouiavlUe, 
whereas it is known to all intelligent 
men who bare taken any interest In this 
question that on account of tbe difference 
in the gsnges of (be Northern and Sontb- 
ein reads balk must be broken and a 
change of cars made either at Liuisville 
tr Cicclnnatb It cannot make a particle 
cf difference to tbe through business o 
the Cincinnati road whether this bs done 
at Louisville or Cincinnati, but we have 
already shown that Loaiaville freight, 
either to or from the Eastern cities, will 
not go over this road U bulk is to lie 
troken at Cincinnati, because of tbe re- 
handling and delay occasioned thereby 
end becanse it can be carried over onr 
own bridge via the Jeffersonville railroad 
at Ibe aame coat without this baztrd and 
lues by delay. These important points 
" Stockholder ’’ fails to meet, but does 
favor tbe building of a rival road on the 
north side of tbe river to comi>ete with 
your road. We do not favor any such re- 
sult. One road to Cincinnati ia sufficient, 
w Itb tbe aid of the river, to do all the 
buaineat between the two citlea, 

Tbe tact that tbe terminus or breaking 
bulk at Louisville or Cincinnati can be of 
any advantage to either of these cities, 
Btcckbolder cannot see, Tbe citizens ot 
LcuUville, tbe General Connell, are all 
wrong, they do not nnderatand their own 
inteteets. This reminds ua of a Juryman 
who took a decided position in a plain 
case Bgainat tbe decision of eleven of his 
lellow-Jurymen and claimed that they 
were all wrong and must yield to hia 
judgment. 

So for as any threats are concerned, we 
are simply acting in self-defense. From 
tbe very first tbe threat waa made to our 
citizei a "that If you do not grant oa tbe 
right ol way tbrongh tbe city, we will 
run around tbe city.’’ We are simply 
claiming the tights to wbich we are just- 
ly entitled, and if we grant the right of 
w ay, free of any coat, to the company, 
materially damag;iag our city, we should 
at least have In return tbe gauge of the 
load to which we are entitled. Cincln- 
cati charged a railroad company for go- 
ing through her streets |75,000 for a limit- 
ed period, say fifteen years, and required 
that freight care should run only at night. 

Tbere la nothing personal In this con- 
test. We have no objection to the present 
Board, personally. We hold, however, 
that so for aa they can manage this road 
in the intareat of the stockholders, giv- 
ing the incidental advantages of break- 
ing bulk to this ctty.they are bonnd te 
do so ; they should not take it from Louis- 
vllleaud give it to Cincinnati and Lex- 
irgtoD. We appeal to tbe Loaiaville 
stockholders at least to see that their own 
city baa full justice done her, and if a 
majority of tbs present Board cannot see 
that the terminus of the roads we have 
built shall be at Louisville rather than 
( incinnati and Lexington, that a ma- 
jority St least of the new Board shall con- 
trol this qutatisn in favor of Louisville. 

Louisville is building another Impor- 
tant road to Paducah, which will throw an 
immense businesa over your road. D tea 
Cincinnati or Lexington help us to build 
iiT Buppose we send a deputation to 
thoee cities fur a subscription, and put 
Mr. "Btockbolder’’ at tbe bead of it, and 
Ut US see the rtsult. Will they subscribe 
julntl 3 ’ the amount Louisville has sub- 
ecribedT 

What bas Cincinuati ever done toward 
liaildlDg railroads in Kentncky, that we 
should not only give her all tbe advan- 
tages we ourselvee possess, but give her 
su]ieiior advantages by making her the 
terminus of our roads T If we commit 
(hia great folly It is full time that we 
used over the entire management of our 
lailroads to Cincinnati and Lexington. 

Bo far as tbe interests of tbe Louisville 
end Nashville Railroad Company are 
ccucerned, they are fully protected. She 
ia building a bridge across tbe Ohio river 
at thla city, having about one-third inter- 
ekt in tbe stock, which, when completed, 
^ives her a line to all the Eastern citlee 
and to tbe Northweei — bulk ia of necessity 
I roken in this city, but at no other point 
on the line— so neither the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company nor the 
city of Lcuisville are dejiendent on the 
t ini'innati road for through business to 
•be Eastern cities. Whilst we are willing 
to place the Cincinnati road on tba same 
footing with our own bridge and the Jef- 
fersonville railroad, we cannot permit it 
lo pass through our city, making us a 
way-station, and Cincinnati and Lexing- 
ton the terminus of all our roads. 

Btcckholder refers rat ler sueeringly to 
tbe merchants of our city. Whilst they 
are always liberal to a fault in contrib- 
uting to any enterprise calculated to build 
ui> our city, they certainly ought to have 
some voice In tbe management ol our 
railroads — it so happens that they have 
none in tbe management of tbe Cincin- 
nati read. All have a common interest, 
and sbonld act on this question in har- 
mony. We doubt not the good sense of a 
iiisjority of tbe directors and stockhold- 
ers of the Cincinnati road will settle this 
question amicably, on tbe basis of a 
lestc ration ol gauge to 4 feet 8}i Inches.

Our City Council have acted on tbc sub- 
jtet of the connection of the Louisville, 
Frankfort, and Cincinnati road with the 
Louisville and Naihville railroad. Tney 
Lave, no doubt, responded to public seu- 
timent here in demanding a break of 
bulk at Louisville as one of the terms up- 
on which the connection shall be made. 
But we do not think these are tbe on’y 
terms which should have been Imposed. 

In solving this question, let us leak at 
focM as they exist— at tbe evils of which 
lur merebanta and manafoctnrers com- 
plain and have complained most bitterly 
fur tbe laat few years. 

Tbe Louisville, Cincinnatl,and Loxing- 
•on leads Ihcugh ualt9<Un Uieli manage- 



ment andlall their running arrangements, 
are J radically two roads, u);oa qua - 
tions involving tbe interests of each — es- 
petially in a matter so vital as a change 
ot the guage of their road. Tbe question 
will be submitted to the stockholders of 
the two roads by their respective boards. 
One may accept and the ether reject the 
propcsitiOD, and as neither can act with- 
out (be consent of tbe other, then tbe 
g;iuge remains the same and no connec- 
tion will Ije made on the terms proposed. 

But that theee two corporations, the 
Louisville and Nashville road and the 
Louisville, Cincinrati, and Leziegton 
rnad,will eternally pressing for a con- 
iKctlcn until it Is accomplished, no one 
can doubt. We look upon a connection 
88 “manifest destiny,’’ 

Louisville now occupies the position, if 
rite will but act wisely, of controUing 
(1 is question in her own interest. 

Tbe inansgors of both roads (that is of 
the Ixjuisville and Frankfort road, and 
ol the Louisville and Na.sbville road) are 
luigely interested in the growth and 
prof]ierlty ol Louisville. They will 
th«refore yield to any reasonable request 
which Louisville may make — II it d jes 
not materially affect the sleek which they 
r»eptctlvely represent. 

We have explained the diffituUy cl 
getting s change of gauge, because ot tbe 
oppesitioD of the Lexington end of the 
read. 

Judging from the tone of their papers, 
they are as much In opposition to the 
change of gauge as our community are 
in favor of it. 

Let the Council now be masters of the 
situatioB. They should re<iuire the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad Com- 
(any to blud itself to treat all freight 
cemingtoor going from Lou is vUle from 
or to points on tbe line of its road as 
tl rough freights, and to be carried at 
equally as low rates per mile per tou as 
at y other going from or coming to the 
same points from places east and north of 
Lcuisville. 

•\nd they should rei|Ulre of tbe LouU- 
vdle, Cincinnati, and Lexington road to 
carry all Louisville freights from and to 
Cincinnati on equally as favorable terma 
aa they shall at the same time carry 
freights over their road from and to 
points south of I-oulaville or north and 
cast of CiBcinnati. 

This would effectually maintain Louis- 
ville’s geographical position of contiguity 
to the .Southern markets, giving the ad- 
vantage to her products of the cost of 100 
miles of transportation, which, in our 
judgment, would be more than eciual to 
tl;e change of gauge, and to which she is 
justly entitled. 

By such a courae Louisville would 
unite sll the interests of the country 
stcckboldera with her own. The pro- 
ducer desires to cheapen the transporta- 
tion on bia crop, and the consumer will 
Useen tbe coat of the articles he may 
purchaaa. 

By this arrangement, by which Loaii- 
vllle wonld furniah tbe cheapest trane- 
portadion to tbe producer, and also to tbe 
consumer, it Is not likely that trade 
would pass by her. This, we think, sbe 
bas a right to demand. How she can ob- 
tain It we propo se hereaf ter to show. 

A sac ARE FIOIIT. 

To the Killtor of Ui<- Jourusl. 

I have carefully read the articles upon 
the subject of “Railroad Connection,’’ 
which have appeared in your colamna 
from time to time, and in view of the 
liee and general ezpreoaion of opinion 
they have elicited from our citizens, I 
may safely aaaert, wilhont fear of con- 
tradiction, that nine-tenths of them are 
oppceed to the connection of tbe two 
rc ads upon a continuous five-foot gauge. 
Ihdted, I may go further, and say that 
a!l ate opposed to such connection, ex- 
c< pt a few stockholders in the enterprise, 
who have more money interest in the 
rt ads than they have in tbe city. The 
article signed “Stockholder,’’ which ap- 
pealed in your columns cf this morning, 
viry frankly reveala tbe animns of tbe 
d ii eel ora of tbe L.,C,andL.R R. in their 
refusal to make the change in the gauge of 
their road as desired by tl ii community, 
1 hey argue, very erroneously, I think, 
that it is to the dollar-aud-cent interest 
ot the stcckboldera to run the road 
tL rough on a continuous five-foot giuge, 
regardlecs of the interests of the city or 
arythiog else. “Stockholder’’ lakes oc- 
casion to refer to what he is pleased to 
t< rm a threat from tbe city to combine 
with the Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
rtjad in preventing bia road from making 
any connection at all, and pronounces it 
all “sonnd and fury, signifying nothing,’’ 
He dcubtleas feels very safe in this con- 
clusion, when be recollects the apathy of 
our good citizens upon some former oc- 
cssi.. ns, when their general interests have 
been sacrificed by telfiah combinations; 
tut they are more awake to tbe vital im- 
portance of this question than perhaps 
"Btcckholder’’ ia aware of, and if the signs 
of the times are not deceptive, they will 
be yet more aroused. Tbe threat of bis 
read to run around tbe city is much 
more "sound and fury, signifying nolh- 
ii g,’’ and is calculated to scare uoljody but 
Old wtinen and small children. Tbe idea 
that bis road can afford to run around a 
ciiy of a hundred and fifty thousand 
inhabitants, a city whose shipments 
alone are of a greater magnitude than 
those of any other ten cities that he can 
pccoibly reach short of tbe sea-board, is 
simply ridiculous. The directors of the 
L., C , A L R. R. canuot afford to do it, 
even upon their own selfish principle, 
aid such a cry is only intended to in- 
timidate or scare somebody into their 
measures. It will be well for our citi- 
zens to take particular notice of this 
threat ; for if these railroad corporations 
ftel strong enough, not only to disregard 
our wishes but to threaten us with 
running around os with thdr connect- 
ing lines, even at tbe very moment 
w hen they are asking us tor a favor, 
what in the name of all that is good 
will they do when they have all 
they want ? I will not undertake 

to state all that they may or will do, but 
I can mention a part of their programme, 
wbich ought to nerve the business men ol 
this city to a never-ending resistance to 
this contemplated connection by continu- 
ous gauge. When it is made they will 
cany freights of all kinds from C'incia- 
naii to our customers south of .us twenty- 
five per cenL cheaper than they will 
carry the same character of freight from 
here. This may seem to many a startling 
statement, but it will be verified if ever 
tie connection la made; nay, tbe very 
same thing is done now, occasionally, by 
way of the mail-boats, notwithstanding 
all tbe rehandling and coatly transfer 
which is necessary to pass freights from 
the liver, through the city, to the depot. 
Give them this advantage they are now 
seeking for and we will have to sell goods 
ft r less, by fifteen to twenty-five per cent, 
difference in rates of freight, than the same 
goods can be purchased for In Cincinnati, 
or not sell at all. Then, perhaps, the ia- 
sulting and senseless cant about "selling 
goods ss low as Cincinnati,’’ will be 
changed Into a tsnnt to “sell for leas 
tl eu.’’ Quods of the same quality are 
aold here as cheap as in any other West- 
ein market, and our merchants do not 
fear any competitors upon an erjual foot- 
iig. Now there ia one plain, simple, and 
practicable way to guard against the in- 
jury to tbe interests of the city, threatened 
by this connection, and that is this: Tue 
capital stock of tbe Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad and branches is, say, eight 
million dollars (|8,(tX),(X)U); of (bis tbe city 
DOW owns, say, two and a half millions 
(I2.500.U00), and our citizens own In tbe 
aggregate, say, one million ($l,i>0o,U0O), 
making a total of three and a half mil- 
lions (f3,5C0, 000) owntd in the interest of 
the city. Now let the city buy an addi- 
tional million of stock in this road, which 
will give her and her citizens a controll- 
irg influence in Its management. The 
figures given above are only approximate. 
As I have not tbe exact ones by me, how- 
ever, they will serve to illustrate tbe lies. 
Tbe stock ia now worth sixty-six cents; 
city bonds are worth seventy- five, aud it 
is confidently calculated that tbe stock 
will pay six per cent. ; indeed, most of Its 
holders are sanguine of eight per cent, 
alter awhile. There is no danger of Its 
dividends being less than six per cent. 
Thus It will be seen that tbe cltj- can, by 
Itsuing tSbU.OOO of her bonds, possess her- 
telf of enough additional stock to protect 
her interest effectually, not only against 
too greedy management upon Ibe part o' 
the Ixmisville and Nashville railroad di- 
rectors, but sbe < an then cantrol very de- 
cidedly this very defiant LonisviUe, Cic- 
cinuati, and Lexington railroad, aud all 
ethers now made or to be made. It will 
not cost the city one dollar to adopt tb a 
plan. On tbe contrary, she will, upon 
this estimate, actually make ia dollars 
and cents tbe difference between tbe in- 
terest on fl,C00,0CUof stock purchased and 
tbe f880,0C0 of bonds Issued at six per 
cena., besides having secured entire con- 
trol of s corporation, mammoth in its 
present proportions and continually en- 
larging— a Dleeaing to her thus far, but if 
not carelully watclitUlnltB rapid growth.

Tbla I consider a safe plan, as the right 
to connect can be consented to in future, 
If it he seen that all the dire calamities 
which the supporters of tbe present con- 
nection have predicted are likely tocome 
upon ns. It will probably not necessi- 
tate thechange of any of tbe officers and 
employes of the road; for when they 
know that we have tha power to control 
its entire management, they will not Jare 
to pro rate against us, or lay themselves 
liable to bterme obnoxious to the stook- 
ht'ldera any more than they do at pres- 
ent. 

I am aware of some objeotioas to this 
plan which will be brought forward, but 
think all cf them can be overcome by 
prudent management, rs will be shown 
if needed.

But we have our great fouita, 
paramount among which is the careleaa- 
neta with which we treat the education 
of our children. In fact. In our present 
system of edncatlon, we have no children 
at all. Our offsprings ^pass'.rrom baby- 
hood directly Into manhood and woman- 
hot<d, being left entirely lo edneate them- 
telvfn, as far aa moral character is con- 
cerned. The corruption of the male youth 
Ic the laiger cities ot thla country la tru- 
ly horrible, and tha philanthropist baa 
daily occasion to make obeervationa 
which will fill him with serioos appre- 
hensioDB as to the future of the growing 
g( Deration. When we consider that the 
moral state of its Individusl members is 
a lertaln gauge of the morals of the 
State, we ought to reflect upon measures 
wlich will tend to elevate the moral 
capacity of our children. No 

country In the world preaenia 

so deplorable a picture as our own. In 
none are tbe houses ol correction for 
youlblnl oflenders so large and so crowd- 
e<i as they ate here. Tha cause is simply 
that in no country tbe cultivation ol the 
youth is so little watched aa here. We 
have DO compultory school system, 
such as there existt in Germany and 
other enllghteneU countries. Children 
are tntirely left to educate themselves, 
aud they do so upsin tbe streets and pu)>- 
lie squares of our citieo. Especially is 
this true of the children of the lower 
claasce, who are to a great extent at a 
tender age directed to earn their own Uv- 
irga und to shilt for tbeiiiselres. Some- 
tiiufs they are made to earn money be- 
fore they know the value of it, and 
they have often reached tbe climax of 
life at a time when men of other nations 
juHt begin to live. It is true wa have ex- 
cellent public Bchoola and they are 
gtuerally very we't managed, 
but Id’encsa and loafing are toj 
nauch Indulged in, and the opera- 
tions of societits for the correction and 
settUroent of tba youth are highly and 
perticularly desirable. It is, lo a 
rtranger, an astounding pbenomaDon to 
overbear tbe oonvenstion of our boys of 
tender age, who smoking and cursing, 
discuss queetions and matters which 
ought to ba ezclnaively suigteta for tha 
coDvaraatlon of older and more expe- 
rienced piersoDS, Whoever thinks that 
such facta speak wall lor tha state of en- 
liphtenment of tbe people ia laboring 
under a serious mistake. Tbe youthful 
brain should have no occasion to rnmt- 
uate an subjects which it is yet too n n- 
ripe to cemprebend, and mistaken ideas 
and wrong philosophy will always origi- 
nate in cases where It does. It li not 
only In the ecbool where tbe child should 
be Vacated— the foundation ot a praetl- 
cal and reasonable moral development Is 
laid at home. Moral ami correct ideas 
can onlr be Imbued at honae ia tbe man- 
fold aitnalions of practical Ufa. It is our 
duty to amend this aarioua fault of onr 
social life, and If we bava tbe welfare of 
the coming generations at haart, we ought 
to change onr system of education at 
oi'-e. E. U. B. 

A Parle Fire 

1'euHeaballen la a BuMerraaesa Karhel. 

Pans Uotreapoailesce of tha X. Y. World. 

A fearful fire broke out at about half- 
pert 9 o’clock on Saturday, tha lltb inat,, 
in one of the vaults under the central 
markets. Tbase vaults ara subterranean 
mi.rkets. In wbich provisions ara packed 
bt' stand holders above, each having ex- 
aclly tbe same apace aliattcd to him nn- 
del ground as be rents above. Here it la 
that fowls are plumed, that fish are kept 
fri sb, and here all baskets are laid aside 
frt m evening till morning. The pavll- 
iou bearing No. 1 la one of the most Im- 
portant in point of trade, and bars It la 
the cataetrepbe occurred.

the flaming liquid. The gas then ex- 
plrded. when ail tbe live animals in Pa- 
vilion No. 2 were stifled by columns of 
BD oke, and the noise of the roaring 
flames was not sufficient to drown tbe 
pitiable wail of tbe suffering. Chains of 
y( ung men ware formed all around the 
terrific scene. Nothing can ba said too 
azpreeFiveof enlogisiii on tbeir conduct. 
They were not a aelect body of men | 
trsined to hardship or perU; they were 
ncihing but young follows accidentally 
psMlng or living by, but perfectly rack- 
lets of life, they ran spontaneonaly where 
tbe tlsmeeleapedb'gheat, stripped offtheir 
coats and with one cry, ‘'a I'n nvre,” paaa- 
(d backets, rolled tubs of water, nnrolled 
coils and barnseoed tbemaelvee to carta 
as if they had liean kept In practice for 
me nibs. The French impulse, called 
brio, bravura, rr furors in mtuic, ia the 
kt y-Dote of the nation- it Is natural to 
all. In less than a quarter of an hour 
ai, orderly tervioe of volunteera was or- 
gan izd.

No lesa than 150 standbolders 
ate completely ruined, 100 000 Iba. of but- 
ter bolM from one et d of tbe vault to the 
other xThe Ineeee of the city of Paris areee- 
1 imatsd at 600,00011 Tbecanaeoftbedisaster 
wes the ignition of a match in soma dry 
straw. One episode ot the fire will prove 
that money ta aa dear aa life in France 
with at least one of tbe fair sex. Just aa 
tbe tire was most Intense, the air waa rent 
with a wildshrleE, and a maiket woman, 
ruoning everything down before bar, 
threw tpraell In tbe midst of the ipilfr 
down, down she ruabeff, heedless of the 
melting grease, its insufferable omell, its 
forbidding asp^, and flying across the 
vf> ult steeped in oil, she fumbled wildly 
in an iron cage, and exultlngly hid a 
pertfolioin her pocket. Sbe turned, ex- 
olt Iming, “I have got my money,’’ but the 
CO umes of smoke bad m tbla short time 
got thicker, and bebin J them 'lashed lu- 
rid flsmea; on sbe came as far as the 
flight of etepa, when a long tongue of Are 
et circled her, but she pulled tha portfolio 
frrtm cut ol her ]xx;Ket, and all on fire, 
th ew It out to a fireman, crying “Help.’’
